W ashington, Nov. 14.—The adm inis­ 
tration recom m endation for a $160,- 
000,000 tax reduction will be tak en up 
in congress as soon as th e pending 
tariff bill is out of the w ay and prob­ 
ably will be passed before th e next 
income tax paym ents are due M arch 
15, congressional authorities of both 
parties in both houses w ere a p p a r­ 
ently agreed today. 
A general unanim ity of opinion th a t 
the project should be accepted and 
carried out as speedily as possible ap ­ 
peared to prevail and house leaders 
already w ere discussing plans to set 
the congressional m achinery a t w ork. 
T here w ere strong indications th a t 
no serious opposition would be lodged 
by the dem ocrats or independent re 
publicans in view of the statem en t of 
Secretary of th e T reasury Mellon th a t 
th e treasu ry could stand th e reduc 
tion and also because of the beneficial 
effect it w as generally thought the 
announcem ent would have on falling 
stock prices a rid business conditions 
generally. 
All W ashington leaders of both p a r­ 
ties have indicated an uneasiness over 
the possible effect of the falling m ar­ 
ket on business conditions generally 
M ellon’s announcem ent th a t the p resi­ 
dent would recom m end a reduction of 
one per cent on corporations and in 
come taxes, thereby relieving th e bur 
den on industries as well as the sm all 
taxpayer, w as accepted as a solvent 
w hich would m aterially clear th e a t 
m osphere. 
“W hile th e final detailed estim ates 
of revenues and expenditures for th e 
fiscal years 1930 and 1931 have not 
been com pleted, the secretary o f 'th e 
treasu ry considers the estim ates have 
reached the point w here tax reduction 
should be recom m ended to the con­ 
gress a t th e com ing session. 
“The indications are th a t 
business 
profits, dividends, interest and w age 
paym ents in 1929 will considerably ex 
ceed those of th e year 1928. 
O ur es­ 
tim ates indicate th a t the governm ent 
should close both the fiscal years 1930 
and 1931 w ith a surplus. 
T aking all 
factors into consideration, the secre­ 
ta ry of th e treasury, w ith the approval 
of the president, will recom m end tax 
reduction to the congress. 
The form 
of relief to the taxpayers w hich the 
treasu ry ’s recom m endations will prob 
ably take will be a one per cent re­ 
duction of th e norm al tax on th e in­ 
comes of individuals and corporations 
applicable to 1929 incom es and pay­ 
able in the calen d ar year 1930. 
T h at 
is to say, on the first $4,000 of taxable 
income th a t rate will be reduced from 
one and one-half per cent to one-half 
of one per cent; on the second $4,000 
from three per cent to two per cent; 
and on the balance, the present five 
pet cent rate will be reduced to four 
per cent. 
The corporation tax will be 
reduced from twelve 
per 
cent 
to 
eleven per cent. 
The total reduction 
of taxes to be collected during the 
calendar year 1930 will am ount, it is 
estimated, to approxim ately $160,000,- 
000. 
“The reduction, it is hoped will tak e 
the form of a joint resolution of con­ 
gress, thus p erm itting prom pt action 
by both houses by avoiding a general 
revision of the revenue law. 
“The proposal has been 
discussed 
w ith the republican and dem ocratic 
leaders of both houses of 
congress, 
who have tentatively 
approved 
the 
proposed recom m endation.” 
lf Mellon’s plan is adopted, persons 
who have a taxable incom e of $4,000 
or less will pay 
only 
one-third 
of 
w hat they are required to pay under 
the present law.

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Publishing Preliminary Testimony of a Trull 


C o n s id e r a b l e discussion has been aroused over the habit of 
nearly all papers printing preliminary testimony of a trial. There 
is an'argument against it, “ that a newspaper print no preliminary 
testimony, so that prospective jurors might approach the case 
with starkly blank minds, thereby saving the state the expense of 
calling supplementary panels or transferring the case to another 
venue on account of local bias.” 
The Editor and Publisher magazine published in New York- 
City, which takes a national view of things, takes up the contro­ 
versy in favor of the newspaper which desires to give its readers 
the news, and states: 
“Some forty million copies of English-language daily news­ 
papers are printed and read every day iii the United States. Every 
literate man and woman presumably reads at least part of one 
daily newspaper every day, and discusses with friends, lairdly, 
or associates what they have read. 
“Around this habit much of our civilization is built:, 
ftecog- 
nization of it is universal—except in one of the oldest phases of 
our present structure—the selection of a jury for the trial of a 
citizen accused of felony. The accused may be obscure, or he may 
be known as ‘Bill” to every man on Main Street. 
His deed may; 
be the midnight looting of a bank vault or the murder of his wife I 
on the courthouse steps. 
In either case the panel of jurymen 
called to adjudge his guilt are presumed by law to have no knowl­ 
edge of the defendant, no information of his supposed crime, no 
opinion as to his innocence until all the evidence has been for-1 
mally presented in court. 
The ideal juror would he a coal mine; 
mule, deaf, dumb, blind, and friendless. 
“This legal assumption, a revulsion from the old rule that 
made the jurors witnesses for the prosecution as well as judges! 
of their own evidence, dates from Tudor times iii England. 
II 
drags its ridiculous course through every case in which there is 
any human interest, a convenient ‘out’ for all to whom jury duty 
is onerous. 
Judges and publicists recognize its absurdity in a 
nation which devours newspapers with breakfast, dinner and sup­ 
per, blit it remains undisturbed in the 300-year-old rule book on I 
which our courts conduct their business. 
“Not until a few days ago had vfe noted a judge ordering1 
from the bench that a newspaper print no preliminary testimony,! 
so that prospective jurors might approach the case with starkly j 
blank minds thereby saving the state the expense of calling sup­ 
plementary panels or transferring the case to another venue on 
account of local bias. 
That the editor of the daily newspaper | 
concerned in Lubbock, Texas, acceded to the order in the interest 
of state economy adds not a spark of legality to the judge’s arbi­ 
trary act. 
In this case, the motives of both judge and editor 
were unquestionably worthy. The court’s method, and its accept­ 
ance by the editor, was wholly mistaken, in our opinion, but judi­ 
cial decisions, right or wrong, constitute the law of the land. 
“The few hundred dollars saved to Lubbock county taxpay­ 
ers may be spent a thousand times before this precedent and the 
fictitious jury qualifications which gave it birth are erased from 
the lawbooks.” 
The Anoka Herald takes up another angle and says: 
“One of the vexing problems which confronts every news 
paper is determining just what to print and just what to omit. 
“An individual may discuss almost any subject he chooses,, 
express any opinions he likes or remain silent. 
His talk gener­ 
ally is relatively unimportant unless he gets over the line into 
slander. 
“Regardless of the ‘freedom of the press’ a new-,palier does 
not always enjoy such freedom. 
“A Chicago judge friday requested the newspapers to re* 
frain from ‘trying’ a murder case until the courts had found a 
verdict in the matter. 
“On the face of it readers of newspapers may feel that they 
it re entitled to all the alleged facts in such cases whether the mat­ 
ter is in -court or going to he. 
‘A little reflection however may serve to convince readers 
that there are good reasons for not publishing all of the details of 
such cases before a jury has heard them. 
“These days most people read newspapers. 
As an illustra­ 
tion take Anoka county. \\ hen a serious crime is committed here 
it is expected that the newspapers publish the tacts. 
It naturally 
follows that the entire countryside reads these accounts an i 
forms opinions in advance upon the guilt or innocence of the 
recused. 
“As a result it is dillicult to select a really unbiased july 
when the case comes to trial. 
If a man or woman is a regular 
reader cl a local palier he probably has some confidence in the 
honesty ol the news printed in it. 
lit.* cannot avoid having formed 
an opinion in the case. 
“To get a really unbiased jury then it follows that jurors 
must be selected from among the few who do not read the local 
papeis. I hat means extra panels and great expense to the county. 
It follows that a lower type of juror must bv selected as the alert 
men and women of every community read Un' local papers. 
“ For this reason public spirited publishers are torn between 
a desire to give.' their readers all the news and a wish to save the 
county much expense. 
Mistrials frequently follow ‘trial of cases 
in newspapers before the courts consider them.’ 
“If then a reader feels, as sometimes he must, that his paper| 
is not giving him all the pertinent facts in such instances is P 
asking too much that he consider the taxpayer’s pocketbook as 
well as his own natural curiosity?“
